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7.  CURRENT HAIR COLOR AND TRUE OR NATURAL HAIR COLOR. 1 
8.  EYE COLOR. 2 
9.  PROSTHETICS OR SURGICAL OR COSMETIC IMPLANTS. 3 
10.  PHYSICAL ANOMALIES. 4 
11.  BLOOD TYPE. 5 
12.  DRIVER LICENSE NUMBER. 6 
13.  SOCIAL SECURITY NUMBER. 7

3.  THE PERSON IS MISSING UNDER UNKNOWN CIRCUMSTANCES. 13 
4.  THE PERSON IS MISSING UNDER KNOWN DANGEROUS CIRCUMSTANCES. 14 
5.  THE PERSON IS MISSING MORE THAN THIRTY DAYS. 15 
6.  THE PERSON HAS ALREADY BEEN DESIGNATED AS A HIGH RISK MISSING 16 

PERSON BY ANOTHER LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY. 17 
7.  THERE IS EVIDENCE THAT THE PERSON IS AT RISK BECAUSE THE MISSING 18 

PERSON: 19 
(a)  IS IN NEED OF MEDICAL ATTENTION OR PRESCRIPTION MEDICATION. 20 
(b)  DOES NOT HAVE A PATTERN OF RUNNING AWAY OR DISAPPEARING. 21

C.  THE COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OR ANY OTHER PERSON SHALL NOT DISPOSE 26 

OF OR ENGAGE IN ACTS THAT WILL MATERIALLY AFFECT THE UNIDENTIFIED HUMAN 27 
REMAINS BEFORE THE MEDICAL EXAMINER OBTAINS THE FOLLOWING: 28 

1.  SAMPLES THAT ARE SUITABLE FOR DNA IDENTIFICATION OR ARCHIVING. 29 
2.  PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE UNIDENTIFIED HUMAN REMAINS. 30 
3.  ANY OTHER INFORMATION THAT WOULD ASSIST IN IDENTIFYING THE HUMAN 31 

REMAINS. 32 
D.  A PERSON SHALL NOT CREMATE UNIDENTIFIED HUMAN REMAINS. 33 
E.  IF THE HUMAN REMAINS HAVE NOT BEEN IDENTIFIED BY OTHER MEANS WITHIN 34 

THIRTY DAYS, THE COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OR THE DEPARTMENT SHALL MAKE 35 
REASONABLE EFFORTS TO OBTAIN PROMPT DNA ANALYSIS OF BIOLOGICAL SAMPLES. 36 

F.  THE COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OR THE DEPARTMENT SHALL SEEK SUPPORT 37 
FROM APPROPRIATE STATE AND FEDERAL AGENCIES FOR HUMAN REMAINS IDENTIFICATION 38 
EFFORTS, INCLUDING AVAILABLE MITOCHONDRIAL OR NUCLEAR DNA TESTING, FEDERAL 39 
GRANTS FOR DNA TESTING OR FEDERAL GRANTS FOR CRIME LABORATORY OR MEDICAL 40 
EXAMINER OFFICE IMPROVEMENT. 41 

G.  THE COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OR THE DEPARTMENT SHALL PROMPTLY ENTER 42 
INFORMATION IN FEDERAL AND STATE DATABASES THAT CAN AID IN THE IDENTIFICATION 43 
OF HUMAN REMAINS.  THE COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OR THE DEPARTMENT SHALL ENTER: 44 
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1.  INFORMATION INTO THE NATIONAL CRIME INFORMATION CENTER WITHIN ___ 1 
HOURS. 2 

2.  DNA PROFILES AND INFORMATION INTO THE NATIONAL DNA INDEX SYSTEM 3 
WITHIN FIVE BUSINESS DAYS AFTER THE COMPLETION OF THE DNA ANALYSIS AND 4 
PROCEDURES NECESSARY FOR THE ENTRY OF THE DNA PROFILE. 5 

3.  INFORMATION THAT IS RELEVANT TO THE FEDERAL BUREAU OF 6 
INVESTIGATION'S VIOLENT CRIMINAL APPREHENSION PROGRAM AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 7 

H.  IF COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER OFFICE PERSONNEL DO NOT INPUT THE DATA 8 
DIRECTLY INTO THE FEDERAL DATABASES, THE DEPARTMENT SHALL CONSULT WITH THE 9 
COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER TO ENSURE APPROPRIATE TRAINING OF THE DATA ENTRY 10 
PERSONNEL AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A QUALITY ASSURANCE PROTOCOL FOR ENSURING 11 
THE ONGOING QUALITY OF DATA ENTERED IN THE FEDERAL AND STATE DATABASES. 12 

I.  THIS CHAPTER DOES NOT PRECLUDE ANY COUNTY MEDICAL EXAMINER, THE 13 
DEPARTMENT OR A LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY FROM PURSUING OTHER EFFORTS TO 14 
IDENTIFY UNIDENTIFIED HUMAN REMAINS, INCLUDING EFFORTS TO PUBLICIZE 15 
INFORMATION, DESCRIPTIONS OR PHOTOGRAPHS THAT MAY AID IN THE IDENTIFICATION 16 
OF THE UNIDENTIFIED HUMAN REMAINS, ALLOWING FAMILY MEMBERS TO IDENTIFY THE 17 
MISSING PERSON AND SEEKING TO PROTECT THE DIGNITY OF THE MISSING PERSON. 18 

J.  A LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY THAT IS HANDLING THE REMAINS OF A PERSON 19 
WHO WAS REPORTED MISSING SHALL NOTIFY THE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY THAT IS 20 
HANDLING THE MISSING PERSON CASE.  THE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES SHALL MAKE 21 
DOCUMENTED EFFORTS TO LOCATE FAMILY MEMBERS OF THE DECEASED PERSON TO INFORM 22 
THEM OF THE DEATH AND THE LOCATION OF THE REMAINS OF THEIR FAMILY MEMBER.  23 
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
